Transcripted Credit: High School Teachers teach College Courses in the high 
school

Start College Now: Statute that allows Juniors and Seniors to attend a Technical 
College to take one or more courses. Tuition funded by the school board. 

38.14 contracts: A contract between the college and school district where college 
faculty teach college courses for that specific school or consortium of schools

Youth Apprenticeship: Integration of school-based and work-based learning

Advanced Standing: retroactive credit upon application to a technical college. 

Academies: Course or group of courses that lead to a college credential or industry 
certification.
